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Acknowledgement of Amendment 

1 . Applicant's Petition to withdraw the objection to the drawings and Applicant's 
Appeal Brief, both received March 4, 2010, are acknowledged. The Petition and Appeal 
Brief are in response to the Final Office Action of November 5, 2009, objecting to the 
drawings and rejecting the currently pending claims, 1-5 and 7-15. 

2. The arguments presented in the Petition to withdraw the objection to the 
drawings have been carefully considered. Because, as acknowledged by the Examiner 
in previous actions, the lamp shown in figure 1 may function if the lamp holder were of a 
specific shape, the lamp shown in figure 1 does not suffer from the flaw which is the 
basis of the objection. Namely, because the lamp of figure 1 is not a lamp which cannot 
function, the objection is improper and is therefore withdrawn. 

3. The arguments presented in the Appeal Brief regarding the rejections of claims 
1-5 and 7-15 have been carefully considered and are found to be convincing. Therefore, 
the finality of the Office Action of November 5, 2009, is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Regarding independent claim 1 , Applicant's arguments presented in the Appeal 
Brief, on pages 5 and 6, identify a shortcoming of the applied prior art Marien (US 
5,698,936). The rejection stated that "a first end portion of the discharge lamp (30) 
extends through an opening (between 4 and 5) provided in a center of the reflector (1)." 
Applicant argues that the opening in the reflector in Marien is the opening 8 at an 
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opposite side of the neck 5 and not the area between 4 and 5. The Examiner agrees. If, 
as asserted in the rejection of claim 1 , the concave reflector is element 1 , and the 
contact member is provided on the surface of the reflector, then the opening in the 
center of the reflector is opening 8. Therefore the prior art reference Marien does not 
teach or suggest that a first end portion of the discharge lamp extends through an 
opening provided in a center of the reflector, along with other claim limitations. 

7. Claims 2-6 and 8-1 1 are allowed due to their dependence. 

8. Regarding independent claims 1 2 and 1 3, these claims claim the same structural 
limitations as claim 1 including the limitations which are identified above as not being 
taught or suggested by Marien. Therefore the argument presented for claim 1 is 
applicable to claims 12 and 13, and these claims are allowed for the same reasons 
enumerated for claim 1 above.
